Steve, 

I spoke with Annie Dookhan this morning regarding the differing versions of her CV that have been sent 
out with discovery packages; initially he CV stated that she was in the chemistry masters program at 
UMASS Boston, the second version which indicates that she has a masters degree, and most recent 
version lists only a BS in Biochemistry from the same institution. 

She said that she is in the graduate chemistry program at UMASS but has not yet completed her 
degree. 

The most recent version of her CV that she submitted to the evidence office on January 17 th includes 
only a BS. She said that she has been using the January 17 th version in recent requests for discovery. 
However three discovery packages that she has sent out to ADAs and a US attorney on January 24 th 
and January 26 th ’ contain the earlier version of the CV which indicates a masters degree. I explained to 
her that by not saying she was a masters candidate or indicating that she was still working towards the 
degree, her CV gave the prosecutors the incorrect impression that she had earned that degree. 

Since the CVs are being sent from the laboratory for the purposes of establishing her credibility to 
testify as an expert witness, I asked her to provide verification of her undergraduate degree as well as 
her participation in the graduate chemistry program. She agreed to contact UMASS to obtain the 
requested information.
